Up to 5 x 152~mm gun howitzers, 5 YA-12 
prime movers, 3 AT guns, presumably of 05-mm, 1 x 57*"*mn AT gun and 
an undetermined number of soldiers wearing red- bordered black 
epaulets with artillery insignia were seen in the barracks yard 
and during marches to the Sternbuchholz training area.

4. At 1300 cm _2?__ June , 4 M-13 rocket launchers, approximately 8 trucks 
and 80 to 100 soldiers wearing red-bordered black epaulets were 
entrained at the Schwerin freight station and left toward Tfittenberge.

5* At about 2000 on_26_ June, a unit with 14 light and heavy rocket 

launchers, 40 trucks, 1 ambulance, 1 field kitchen and approximately 
400 soldiers wearing red-bordered black epaulets including some with 
artillery insignia entered the Kraftfahrer Kaserne (5443) in 
Rathenow from the direction of Ileue Schleuse-Altengrabow. After 
the arrival of the unit, the installation was occupied by some
